Mrs. Johnson, and while there Doxey's w it'e 
was taken suddenly ill and died without a 
physician being called in. The remains 
were interred without a post mortem 
examination. Since the death of Mrs. 
Doxey her hiisl.and and Mrs. Johnson 
have been Intimate, anil Isith sold their 
offects aud made preparations to leave the 
slate, which excited suspicions, and they 
were arrested, Mrs. Johnson resisting arrest 
with a pistol. It was developed that Doxey 
the day before his wife's death bought 
strychnine of a druggist here, saying it was 
for coons that were destroying his corn 
Ho also Isiught some liver pills and quiniuo, 
saying bis wife was very sick, and he be- 
lieved she would die. When Doxey got 
homo that night bo gave his wife two pills, 
and repeated the dose next morning. Mrs. 
Johnson said that after giving his wife the 
pills, Doxey called for a saucer and 
some flour, making two alleged quinine pills, 
and gave them to his wife, aud that she 
died in two hours. This Doxey deuies, aud 
sayt his wife, in ber dying moments, told 
him Mrs. Johnson gavs her some medicine 
which tasted badly, and said she was pois- 
oned. The magistrate committed both with- 
out bail to answer for the murder. Mrs. 
Doxey was enceinte. Doxey is a nephew of 
the late Gen. Hindman, of Arkansas. His 
mother is an excellent woman aud is pros- 
trated with grief. He has two brothers, 
honest and industrious men. Mrs. Johnsta. 
is a woman of splendid physical develojv 
ment— a beautiful blonde The liody of Mrs 
Doxey has been exhumed, a-id the stomach 
will be analyzed, and if found to contain 
poison it is hardly probable the people will 
wait for the courts to pass judgment upon 
Doxey. Last March Mrs. Johnson's bus 
band and his horse were found dead iu a 
ditch where they had fallen during the 
night, and as Doxey was frequently with
